in Havana: 
"Our 
bravo 
erencral. 
Antonio 
Macco and the greater part of his 
staff havo 
been 
murdered 
by tho 
Spaniards. 
The 
Spanish 
major, 
Cirrujada acted tho part of assassin 
with Dr. Maximo Zertucha 
as 
an 
assistant 
in 
tho 
horrid 
drama. 
Convinced 
that 
notwithstanding 
his onormous army, 
he 
could 
di 
nothing against our gallant leader, 
who had so ropeatcdly defeated the 
Spanish generals in Pinar del Rio, 
Wcylcr conceived 
tho idea of ap 
peasing ins beastly instincts 
by 
a 
cold blooded murder; and making 
the best of the secret relations 
be- 
tween Dr. Zortucha and 
tho 
Mar- 
quis of Ahumada, ho planned with 
tho latter his hellish scheme. 
Woy- - 
ler took tho field and

Ahumada pioposed, through 
Zertucha, a conference with Macco, 
to take placo at a eertair province 
of Havana, with a view of arrang-

his 
party was greoted 
by a tremend- 
ous volley lrom troops under Major 
Cirrujada, 
who 
lay 
conveniently 
in ambush. 
Most

on his staff fell with General Maceo. 
Zeitucha is alive, because 
he was 
awaro of the scheme and remained 
in the rear. 
Tho Spaniards 
know 
whoro tho 
bodies 
were, 
but

bent on feigning ignoranco to blot 
out the vestiges 
of their 
crime. 
Havana and all Spain aro lejoicing 
becauso
